ONE OF THE MISSING LETTERS. 
Following is one letter which was 
removed from the departmental files 
before these were brought down to the 
Legislature, A copy of it was found 
in Mr. Minty’s grip--the suit case Mr. 
Robson wired for a couple of days 
after leaving Edmonton and which 
had apparently been forgotten in the 
hurry of departure :— 


Edmonton, Alta,, Sept. 12th, 1909. 

My Dear Woods,—The plan of cam- 
paign is for the premier to leave on 
Monday for the east and be away un- 
ti! about the first October. We also 
go east. Therefore the matters can 
most expeditiously be closed out there, 
What 1. thereiore, propose is:— 

1—To have all requisite orders-in- 
council passed before the premier 
leaves, giving him in his appropriate 
capacities power to close out all de- 
tails while east. 

2—To have the mortgage printed in 
Winnipeg as soon as I arrive, The 
printed form will be executed. Pend- 
ing time of execution copies will be 
sent to you for checking and to Sir 
Frank Crisp for his final sanction, Sir 
Frank will cable his approval and by 
that time 1 hope all will be in readi- 
ness for immediate execution, Mr. 
Fisher will then cable that the docu- 
ments and bonds are duly executed 
and the bonds will be deposited with 
P. Morgan & Co.’s agents against the 
deposit in England of the proceeds— 
to be as soon as banking facilities 
permit transferred to Canada. Sir 
Frank will also doubtless ask for a 
copy of the C. C., so J want one as 
soon as possible for Mr. Fisher to 
send him, 

3—To ineorporate the Construecion 
company, which I shall do forthwith 
while east. 

4—To organize the Construction com- 
pany, which I shall do when cast 

5— To take out a license jor the 
Construction company, which wall be 
done practically simultaneously. 

6—To organize the Railway ¢cm- 
pany, which will be done here by my 
agents, 

7—Then the directors of the Gail: 
way company will, while east (upon a 
wire from my Edmonton agents that 
the formal organization of the Kail- 
way company is complete) meet apd 
authorize the execution by the ne- 
ident and secretaay of (a) the agree- 
ment with the government; cb) the 
bond mortgage; (e) the bonds; (d) the 
agreement with the Construction com- 
pany and the Construction company 
lircetors will likewise meet and auth- 
rie the execution of the same egrre- 
ment. 

8—Thereupon the premier, and Rail- 
way company officials will execute (a) 
the agreement; (b) the mortgage; (¢) 
the bonds. 

You will appreciate the fact that 
the directors and ofticers of the Rail- 
way Construction company will be so 
selected as to enable them to act at 
any place where Mr. Clarke and I may 
be although the formal shareholders’ 
meetings will be held at Edmonton 
ind Winnipeg by dummies.

General Assembly Commission 
. 5 Separation of Theelogi. 
cal College. 


Kingston, Ont,, April .27,--If the 
generai assembly of the Presbyicrian 
Church, when it. meets at Halifax in 
June. » the recommendations of 
the commission it appointed last year, 
regarding the connection. of Queen’s 
University with the church, a connec- 
tion of nearly seventy years standing 
will be severed. and the church will 

on its own way, retaining control 
ot the theological department, while 
the remainder of the university will 
strike out for itself. 

The commission reported today, ad- 
vising the adoption of the report made 
at Ottawa in January by the joint 
committee of the commission and the 
university trustee board. The report 
was not by any means unan,mous. 
In fact, the advocates of separation 
had’ very little the best of it when the 
vote was taken, 

The changes in the constitution will. 
in brief, be as follows. 

The corporation of the universily 
will consist of the trustee board, the 
professors, the graduates and bene- 
lactors. The trustee board to con- 
sist of the chancellor, the rector (to 
be elected once in three years by the 
students or the principal); the minis- 
ter of education for Ontario, and one 
member appointed by him, two mem-
